Select society of Mount Vernon was con¬

siderably startled yesterday when it learned
that Miss Naomi Voice and Charles Hollls-
ter, two of the most prominent young peo¬
ple of that city, had been secretly married
nearly three weeks ago. It was well
known that there Mas an attachment be¬
tween them, but on account of their tender
age it was thought that they would not
be married for some time to come. But con¬

jectures proved misleading, for the court¬
ship ended in a rather romantic elopement.
Miss Voice is the stepdaughter of W. W.

McClellan, of Albuquerque, X. Mex., and
granddaughter of the late Alfred Duncomb,
of Mount Vernon, who left an estate of
over a million. She Is eighteen years old,
a pretty; light haired, rosy cheeked girl,
graceful in form and charming in manner.
She is an accomplished singer and musi¬
cian. By the will of her grandfather Miss
Voice received a legacy of nearly half a
million dollars.
Charles Hollister is in his twentieth

year. He is a handsoine, athletic young
man. His father is Dr. J. Q. Hollister,
one of Mount Vernon's leading physicians.
He is a graduate of the local high school
and is now studying civil engineering with
John Faireliild, who has an office in the
Post Office building in that city.
Young Hollister and Miss Voice have been

sweethearts since childhood. Their fathers
were cronies in their younger days. Miss
Voice had many suitors, b:it she seemed to
be enamored with Hollister, and shunned
all other young men. Miss Voice lived with
her aunt, ,Mi% Naomi Duncomb, In a line
old stone mansion 011 Third avenue, Mount
Vernon. She sanctioned the match -of her
ward, but thought the twain were a little
hasty, and requested them to wait. Butthe youngsters thought they were old
enough to know their own affairs.

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SWAM WITH A DEAD MATE.
Two Milk Wagon Horses Fell Overboard

and One After the Other
Lost His Life.

Two aged, sedate and eminently respect¬
able horses that had pounded the cobbles
together for ten years side by shl>, met a

tragic death at the foot of West One Hun¬
dred and Thirty-fourth street at 2 o'clock
Yesterday morning. While waiting for the
milk train, the drowsy old beasts fell into
a somnambulistic trance and walked over¬
board, dragging the milk wagon of John E.
Monahan. of No. 246 West One Hundred
and Forty-fourth street, with them.
The splash lHto the icy water awoke one

of the horses. His mate caught by the col¬
lar on the edge of the wharf, and there
hung suspended, with his hind quarters
submerged, until he strangled to -death.
In faliing overboard the tongue was

wrenched from the wagon, but the tangled
harness held the living and the dead to¬
gether. Monalian got an axe and chopped
the hanging horse adrift. The dead
dropped down beside the quick, who swung
in alongside of his lifeless mate and tried
to strike the oldtime milk route gait, but
he was handicapped.
Being a stout swimmer, the survivor

hoofed it valiantly up stream with his
dead mate in two, now and then giving vent
to encouraging snorts. It was a tough
job.too tough, It seemed, for the mate had
never sulked on his side when sprint'ng
from house to house with the milk wagon.
At length the swimmer and his tow reached
the foot of West One Hundred and Tliirty-flfth street, where a few men had assem¬
bled on the wharf. But they could render
110 help.
The living horse seemed to realize this,

for after looking at the group a minute, he
swam under the wharf. There a beam
blocked the way, but being somewhat of a
diver, too, he lowered his head and tried
to swim under the beam. The harness
becani.> entangled in the passage and the
brave beast hung there and drowned with¬
in a few feet of the hard bottom. When
the bodies were towed ashore Monalian
looked at them and wept.
ROW OVER KELLY MILLIONS.

Executor Fuller Says a Distribution of the
Estate Was Contemplated^ . Ul

Objections to the accounting rendered by
the executors of the estate of the late
Eugene Kelly, the millionaire banker, weire
heard by Surrogate Arnold yesterday. The
executors who made the accounting were
Edward, Eugene and Thomas H. Kelly and
Daniel F. Sullivan'. The objecting execu¬
tor was Paul Fuller, who claimed throughhis counsel, Frederic R. Coudert, that
under the will Mr. Kelly contemplated a
conversion of his real estate into personal
property and a distribution of the estate.
He claimed that this had not been done.
David McClure, counsel for the account¬

ing executors and the family of Mr. Kelly,
argued that the will expressly stipulatedihqt the executors are to exercise their
own discretion about the sale of the prop¬erty.

PREACHER IS SUSPECTED.
Mrs. Bailey, After a Quarrel With Her Hus-

band, Is Found Dead In a

Pond.

Westchester. Pa., Dec. 11..The body of
Mrs. Eliza Bailey was found in an ice pond
yesterday. The woman's liusband is un¬

der arrest. Mrs. Bailey was the wife of
Rev. Eleven Samuel Bailer, vostor iif fhe
Elcrn Afriean MtHhoalst Episcopal Church.
She disappeared from her home shortly be-
fore daylight Wednesday morning. When
the body was taken from the pontf yester-
day Mr. Bailey was in Media, ostensibly
in search of his missing wife, and neigh¬
bors told the authorities of quarrels which
the couple had beeu. having for several
days over papers for $2,000 held by the
wife.
Deputy Coroner Russell and Chief of Po¬

lice Jeffries thereupon commenced an in-
vestigation, which is yet unfinished. Bailey
returned home on a late train yesterday,
and was placed under arrest, the charge
upon which he is held being that of beating
and abusing his wife 011 the night preceding
her disappearance. Bailey vehemently de¬
nied the charge against him.
The Coroner's hearing commenced last

evening. Two women testified that the
couple had quarrelled over the possession
of property.William Bailey, a brother of the preacher,
testified that the clergyman and his wife
lived unhappily together, but denied that
she had ever been abused.
"They had some words over the papers

on Tuesday," he said, "and my brother de¬
manded that he be given possession of
them. She had said that she intended to
kill him. She also told me that she would
kill herself. I heard her leave her room at
4 o'clock Wednesday morning. Some hours
later we began a search for her, and
tracked her footsteps to an alley in the
rear of the house."
Dr. Charles E. Woodward mode an exam¬

ination of the body, but found no marks
of violence. The woman's stomach was re¬
moved, and an examination of its contents
will be made for poison. The Coroner's
investigation has been continued until Mon¬
day next.
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Catching; a Train Proved Fatal.
Beverly, Mass., Dec. 11..John F. Hlbbard, a

man about seventy years of age, died of heart
disease on the 0:57 train from Boston this
morning, just before the- train arrived here.
He ran for the train at Salem, and when he
took his seat was breathing hard and apparently
suffering. Hibbard liod been employed as a
travel ling salesman for the past three or four
months by a local druggist, and his home was in
lthode Island.

TRIED BY ELEVEN JURORS.
One of the Original Twelve Was Dismissed

Eleven jurors returned a verdict in the
Supreme Court yesterday In favor of Mrs.
Elizabeth Gunst In a suit brought against
her by her husband, Jacob M. Gunst, pres¬
ident of the Gunst Disinfecting Company,
No. 26 University place, for an absolute di¬
vorce. The other juror, Epbraiin A. Karil-
son, who exlblted more than ordinary inter¬
est in the case and often questioned wit¬
nesses at great length, was called from the
box shortly before the conclusion of the
case and dismissed by Justice Daly.
The Judge refused to say why he dis¬

missed the juror, but It is alleged that he
had expressed an opinion before the case
was finished.
Mrs. Gunst's defence was conspiracy.
